One good reason 
for higher prices

Higher food pnces and stolen shopping 
carts 
Those two items may not seem to have 
much in common, but they do Lompoc 
supermarkets lose thousands of dollars 
in stolen shopping carts each year But 
there are costs as well. 
People must be employed to retrieve 
the carts that are left in the streets and 


alleys of Lompoc And repairmen must 
be paid to fix the damaged ones. 
To cover the losses, market managers 
must raise the prices of food items This 
means consumers are the ultimate 
losers in the shopping cart rip-off 
Dave Skelton, manager of the William 
Bros Market at 1124 W Ocean, admits 
there’s a problem but claims his store 
has been cracking down on those who 
borrow the carts. 
He says he loses about 10 carts a year. 
That's in addition to picking up about 
two carts a week that are left in the 
general area of the market 
According to Skelton, his store pays 
anywhere from $55 to $70 for each 


shopping 
cart. 
The 
William 
Bros, 
manager feels most people use the 
metal carts as mobile storage space at 
home. 
Bob 
Dollahite, 
manager 
of 
the 
William Bros Market at 316 E. Ocean, 
has not been so lucky He relates that in 
March 
he 
had 
approximately 
100 
shopping carts. Today he has only 35 
Shopping carts cost around $75 each, 
says Dollahite. In order to prevent 
further losses, he requires the name and 
address of those who ask to take their 
groceries home in carts. 
A similar situation exists at the 
Safeway store at College and H streets. 
Manager Chuck Mead has had 150 
carts stolen in the last two and one-half 
years. The metal movers cost him $50 
brand new and $35 for a rebuilt model 
The store loses two or three carts a 
week, says Mead. 
He sends a man to pick up stray carts 
twice a week. A total of 60 carts are 
brought back to the store every seven 
days in this manner. 
Mead claims most people use the 
backs of the carts for barbecue grills 
while the wheels are often taken for 
their obvious go-cart qualities Even 
when carts are found at houses, people 
are sometimes reluctant to give them 
up 
The Safeway manager tells about one 
fellow who kept spare auto parts in his 
borrowed Safeway cart Mead informed 
the gentleman the cart belonged to 
Safeway. The man said he d return it — 
but not just then because he didn't have 
another storage place for the auto parts 
Threatened with the prospect of the 
police coming to his house, the man 
quickly relinquished his Safeway auto 
parts container. 
Mead thinks there are from 50 to 100 
carts just sitting in garages in Lompoc 
The Safeway man points out that the 
carts that are found show-up in the 
strangest places. He found two of his 
carts in a nearby laundromat — both 
filled with clothes 


Others have been found in a nearby 
drainage 
ditch, 
around 
apartment 
buildings and as far away as the Lompoc 
Valley Bowl 
Right now there are 22 damaged carts 
sitting in the rear of Safeway that have 
been retrieved in recent months 
A 
steam cleaning company that visits 
Safeway twice a year also repairs the 
damaged carts in addition to cleaning 
the ones in regular use 
Of those 22 carts, five or six will be 
beyond repair 


Another store manager, Jim Foe of 
Sedan s Market, terms cart stealing a 
severe problem " He loses about 30 to 
40 carts a year at $40 a shot In a once a- 
week round up 10 to 15 Scolan carts will 
be collected 


Foe has found carts from his store as 
far away as the Veterans Memorial 
Building. As for alternatives for the 
future, the Scolan manager says there s 
no alternative shopping carts and their 
resultant problems are here to stay 


Both Foe and Mead say another 
problem that they have with the loss of 
carts is the “ permanent owner " This 
kind of person, maintain the two store 
managers, is the one who will take his 


Board approves

The Board of Supervisors authorized 
architects Monday to proceed on an 
incremental basis in getting bids for 
three north county detention projects 
estimated to cost in excess of $19 
m illion 
Supervisors 
approved 
preliminary 
plans 
for all 
three 
structures. 
This course of action was decided on 
when supervisors were told the proposed 
Juvenile Hall project might be held up 
pending 
site 
approval by 
state 
correctional agencies. 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell said he did 
not want to see the other two projects — 
a 
100-bed rehabilitation correctional 
facility and addition to the Santa Maria 
sheriff’s sub-station — held up if the 
Juvenile Hall facility suffered a delay. 
The associated architects, Stewart 
Kerr and Ed Lenvik, expressed the hope 
bids could be returned by mid-October 
and construction could begin by Nov 1 
on the sheriff’s sub-station project. 
Indications of state approval of the 
m inim um -secunty

institution mean that it can be pushed to 
the forefront at this time, so far as 
seeking bids are concerned 
The three facilities — declared by 
Presiding Superior Judge Floyd C.

Ford nominates Rockefeller 


to be vice-president 


WASHINGTON (U P l) - President 
Ford today nominated former New York 
Gov. Nelson A Rockefeller to be vice 
president. 
The 
choice 
ended 
11 
days 
of 
speculation on a closely guarded secret 
Rockefeller, one of the richest men in 
the world who was governor of New 
York for 15 years, had failed in three 
attempLs 
to 
gain 
the 
Republican 
nomination for president. 
The choice was vital, since two of the 
past four vice presidents inherited the 
job upon the death or resignation of the 
incumbent. 
Ford said his final decision “ was a 
tough call for a tough job “ 
F ord, in a brief announcement before 
the Cabinet and congressional leaders, 
called Rockefeller “ a person whose long 
record 
of 
accomplishment 
in 
the 
government and outside is well known " 
He said Rockefeller came from a 
family well known for its contributions 
to “ the building of a better America ” 
Ford said he made his decision “ after 
a great deal of soul-searching’’ and after 
consulting with both Democrats and 
Republicans 
in 
the 
Congress 
and 
elsewhere. He said it was “ a difficult 
decision.” 
Ford kept his nominee secret until the 
last minute 
Before his televised announcement, he 
told a bipartisan group of congressional 
leaders and later the Cabinet of his 
choice But he asked that they remain m 
rooms far from the White House news 
corps so that the nominee s name would 
not leak out ahead of time 
If I am confirmed it will be my great 
honor to serve you and through you all 
the people of this great country,” Rock 
efelier said to the congressional and 
administration leaders present at the 
nationally 
televised 
and 
broadcast 
ceremony in the Oval Office of the White 
House. 
If confirmed by a majority vote of the 
House and the Senate, Rockefeller, 66, 
will become the second vice president 
chosen under the 25th Amendment 
which provides for filling vacancies in 
that office. 
Ford, chosen to succeed Spiro T. 
Agnew when he resigned in October 
after pleading no contest to tax evasion 
charges, was the first vice president so 
chosen. 
Rockefeller, in an allusion to the 
Watergate scandal which had forced 
Richard M 
Nixon to surrender the 
presidency and had elevated Ford, 
praised his new chief’s “ dedication and 
openness ’ which he said had “ already 
reawakened faith and hope’’ in the 
nation 
Rockefeller, upon his entry into pol­ 
itics, was associated with the liberal 
wing of the GOP, but moved toward the 
right in his last few years as governor. 
He resigned last year to head a self- 
created 
Commission 
on 
Critical 
Choices, widely viewed in Washington as 
a vehicle for promoting yet another 
attempt to win the party’s presidential 
nomination 
Rockefeller 
and 
GOP 
chairman 
George Bush had been considered the 
favorites for the nomination 
After his brief speech, Rockefeller 
made the rounds of those present in the 
Oval Office, shaking hands and speaking 
personally 
with 
each 
person 
The 
atmosphere was light and laughter filled 
the room. 
Rockefeller stopped to speak with 
first lady Betty Ford before going to 
meet the Cabinet. 
Rockefeller was so unpopular with 
the conservative elements of the GOP in 
1964 that when he stood before the 
national convention m San Francisco he 
was jeered by the delegates who viewed 
him as the embodiment of the Eastern 
internationalist wing of the party. 


Barry Goldwater was the delegates’ 
favorite that year, and he was one of 
those promoted by conservatives as vice 
president 
when 
Ford 
invited 
nominations from all segments of the 
party and from Democrats as well. 


When 
former 
President 
Nixon 
announced that Ford was going to be the 
vice president upon the resignation of 
Spiro T. Agnew, it took two months for 
Ford to be confirmed. 
During those two months Congress

Asked if attempLs might be made to put 
off confirmation until after the fall 
elections, Mansfield said “ Oh, no. We 
have no intention of delay ” 
Assistant Senate Democratic leader 
Robert Byrd said, “ It is an excellent 
nomination . . . and I don’t see any 
problems with his confirmation ” 
Sen 
Robert 
Griffin, 
Byrd’s 
Republican counterpart, said, “ I am 
delighted He will make not only a great 
vice president but he will help President 
Ford show the nation and the world that 
this 
is 
a 
strong 
and 
able 
administration " 
Griffin also said Rockfeller would be 
confirmed quickly “ It will take less 
time to confirm Rockefeller than it took 
to confirm Ford ” 
Sen 
Norris 
Cotton, 
R-N.H., 
a 
conservative, said 
“ the reaction is 
favorable ” On the House side, Speaker 
Carl Albert who was at the White House 
along with ths other congressional 
leaders for the announcement, said, 
“ I ’m just delighted at this appointment” 
“ The President has just nominated 
one of the most experienced and capable 
men in the country ... he is experienced 
in foreign and domestic affairs,” Albert 
said “ The President made a choice 
which few will criticize.’’ 
GOP 
National 
Chairman 
George 
Bush, who was a strong contender for 
the post, issued a statement shortly 
after the announcement praising the 
nomination. 
‘ President 
Ford’s 
nomination 
is 
outstanding. In searching the country 
over one couldn’t find a man of more 
stature 
and 
who 
possesses 
more 
administrative ability.”

Ambassadors 
death termed 
deliberate 


NICOSIA (UPI) — The fatal shooting 
of the American ambassador to Cyprus 
was apparently a deliberate assassi­ 
nation, diplomatic sources said today 


All of the 40 or more shots fired at the 
building during an 
anti-American 
demonstration Monday were directed at 
Ambassador Rodger P. Davies’ office or 
his penthouse apartment, the sources 
said. 


‘ They obviously knew what they were 
shooting at,” one source said 


The 
sources’ 
conclusion 
differed 
markedly from that voiced by David 
Gnmwaid, spokesman for the stunned 
staff at the battered embassy building 
Gnmwaid told reporters Davies and a 
Greek Cypriot secretary were killed by 
“ pure bad luck ” 


He said the bullets had to pass through 
the ambassador’s second floor office, a 
secretary’s office and down a long 
corridor to hit Davies 


The 53-year-old ambassador died of a 
single bullet wound in the chest Monday 
while hundreds of Greek Cypriot rioters 
were storming the four-story building, 
shouting anti-American slogans and 
setting carson fire. 
As Antoinette Vanara, 32, a secretary, 
reached over to help the mortally 
wounded ambassador, a second burst of 
gunfire

her 
head off,” 
an 
embassy spokesman said 
The shooting began after more than 
1,500 demonstrators 
marched down 
Makarios Avenue —named after the 
island’s deposed president —towards the 
embassy compound 
“ American 
m urderers,” 
their 
banners 
said. 
“ Kissinger 
Killinger 
—Kissinger the new sultan. ” 
Greek Cypriot police fought vainly to 
stop the wild melee but the swift moving 
crowd pushed on and within minutes, 
cars parked near the embassy gate were 
burning and thick clouds of black smoke 
spiraled into the sky.

Zaca Lake developers refuse 
to sign conditional permit

Resort on the grounds that the 
approved permit doesn't allow 
his company any more uses

would further restrict resort 
operations 
County 
supervisors 
then 
voted 
to 
drop 
the 
highly 
controversial item from their 
agenda, 
with 
Kling 
having 
shown he may file a claim 
against the county for alleged 
wrongful denial of overnight 
camping at the Santa Ynez 
Valley resort. 
Deputy County Counsel Susan 
Tre sc her 
contested 
Kling’s 
assertion 
that 
Cal-Pac 
has 
legal non-conforming day use 
rights such as picnicking. 
The Board of Supervisors 
previously by a 3-2 vote had 
upheld the County Planning 
Commission in approving a 
conditional use permit to allow 
Cal-Pac a maximum of SO day 
use 
sites 
in 
addition 
to 
overnight cabins now being 
utilized. A limit of ISO day use 
site 
visitors 
was 
imposed, 
along with conditions related to 
road access and restrictions on 
off-road vehicles, firearms and 


m otorcycles 
that 
Kling 
appeared to find objectionable 
Cal-Pac’s 
application 
of 
April 20, 1973, seeking an initial 
165 overnight camp sites and 
eventual 320 overnight sites 
had resulted in a storm of 
criticism from various county 
environmental, planning and

Kling indicated that a filing 
of a claim against the county —

Ranchers 
controlling the easement have 
said no to widening the road 
But Attorney James Hurley, 
representing ranch groups, told 
the board Monday that his 
clients were "trying to work 
with 
them 
to 
get 
access 
through the upper part" of a 
ranch 
property 
instead 
Ranchers opposed widening the 
easement. 
Kling took the position that 
his company had never applied 
for day use and had a non­ 
conforming use for picnicking 
and other day use sites.

Nuclear risk 
small, AEC 
concludes 


A study commissioned by the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission 
(AEC) has concluded that the 
risks associated with nuclear 
power are "very small" and 
that the likelihood of reactor 
accidents is much smaller than 
many 
types 
of 
non-nuclear 
accidents. 
The findings are contained in 
a 3,300 page draft report issued 
today. Costing some $3,000,000, 
the report is the result of a 
study directed by professor 
Norman C. Rasmussen of the 
Massachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology, using a technical 
staff of about 60 scientists and 
engineers. 
The objective of the study 
was to make an estimate of 
reactor accident risks and to 
compare 
them 
with 
non­ 
nuclear accident risks to which 
the public is already exposed. 
There are 50 nuclear power 
plants now operating in the 
United States, according to the 
AEC, and a nuclear accident at 
any of them has yet to occur, 
the AEC said. 
To come on the line in next 
year and in 1976 are two units 
of Pacific Gas and Electric’s 
Diablo Canyon nuclear power 
plant, 45 miles northwest of 
Lompoc 
Specific 
findings 
of 
the 
report include the following: 
—The 
consequences 
of 
potential reactor accidents are 
no larger and in some cases, 
much smaller than the public 
has been led to believe by 
previous AEC studies. A 1957 
AEC 
study 
c a lled 
the 
Brookhaven Report, the study 
said, "deliberately maximized 
the risk estimates by using 
unrealistic assumptions in its 
calculations" 
The 
current 
study did not detail why this 
was done 
—The likelihood of nuclear 
accidents is much smaller than 
the likelihood of many non­ 
nuclear accidents having the 
same consequence 
—Non-nuclear accidents to 
which the public is already 
exposed are 10,000 times more 
likely 
to 
produce 
large 
numbers 
of 
injuries 
than 
nuclear plants. 
—Nuclear plants are about 
100 to 1,000 times less likely to 
cause costly large dollar value 
accidents than other sources.

Development 
Office 
and 
approved by the Library Board 
of Directors in response to the 
commission’s recent decision 
to 
spend $1,000 on library 
landscaping as a beautification 
project. 
The 
proposed 
landscaping 


plan of last night included 
installation of shrubs and trees 
at the cost of $225. Kaufman 
asked that the cost be paid in 
part 
or 
in 
full 
with 
beautification funds; however, 
the commission said they want 
the library grounds completely 
re-landscaped, 
not 
slightly 
improved. 
"We do not like the plans, 
and if they wish to go ahead at 
the Library Board’s expense, 
that’s fine. We think it would be 
best to come up with an overall 
plan," Chairwoman Julia Sand 
said. 
"What is needed is an overall 
plan to re-do that vast area that 
is rather bland,’’ said Schwark. 
Schwark added if it cost 
$10,000 to 
re-landscape 
the 
library grounds, then the plans 
be drawn up and be executed in

The new agency would be 
powerless except for the power 
of persuasion.

monitoring and “jawboning” 
agency. 
Both bills would give Ford $1 
million to operate and staff a 
task force composed of his top 
economic aides and several 
cabinet members. In one of the 
few negative remarks, Rep 
H R. Gross, R-Iowa, called it 
“ a nice layer of fat at a cost of 
a million dollars. ” 
The 
House 
passed 
the 
measure 379-23, and the Senate 
passed it, 86-3, a few hours 
later. 
The Senate defeated, 50-34, a 
move by liberals, led by Sen 
Adlai Stevenson, D-Ill., to give 
the agency subpoena power and 
the authority to delay price or 
wage increases for up to 90 
days if they were considered 
inflationary.

proposal, Stevenson said, “ has 
no teeth —indeed, it has no jaw 
It contains no stick, nor a 
carrot.

Know where your fuse boxes or 
circuit breakers are located 
Locate the main switch 
b o x -u su a lly near the 
spot where the PG&E 
electric service wires 
connect to your house, 
or near your PG&E elec­ 
tric meter. Locate any 
additional box or boxes 
-u su a lly in a closet or 
utility room. Keep spare 
fuses handy. 


Check the Neighbors. If your lights should go 
out, check to see if other homes in your neigh 
borhood have lights. If the power is off in your 
home only, you m ay have a blown fuse or 
tripped circuit breaker. 


Determine the Cause. Blown fuses or tripped 
circuit breakers are often caused by having too 
many lamps or appliances connected to one 
outlet or circuit. Another 
possibility is a defective cord 
on a lamp or appliance. To 
check, unplug all lamps or 
appliances on the affected 
circuit, looking for defective 
'plugs or cords while doing 
so. Replace the blown fuse 
or re-set the tripped circuit, 
follow ing the procedures 
given below. Then plug each 
lamp or appliance back in. 
A defective one will cause the fuse to blow, or 
circuit breaker to trip, again. 


To Replace a Fuse. First turn the main switch 
to "O FF.” Make sure that your hands are dry 
and that you are standing on a dry surface. 
Look for the "blow n” fuse; the “window” may 


be blackened, or 
g o o d fu s e b lo w n fu s e 
there may be a 
visib le gap in 
the fu s e e le ­ 
ment. Replace 
the blown fuse 
with one of the proper amperage rating, usually 
one of not more than 15-20 amps. (Your elec­ 
trician can tell you.) Never use a penny or other 
metal object to “bridge” the blown fuse, as this 
could cause a house fire. Turn the main switch 
to “ON.” If only part of the lights in the house 
come on, this may indicate that a fuse in a 
secondary fuse box has also blown. Check 


these fuses in the same way you checked the 
fuses at the main switch. Be sure the main 
switch is “OFF” while you are changing fuses. 


Cartridge Fuses. You won’t be able to visually 
tell exactly which cartridge fuse is blown. In 
this case, test by replacing each fuse with a 


new one until you find the blown fuse. A tripped 
circuit breaker will probably be out of the “ON” 
position. 


To Reset a Circuit Breaker. Move the affected 
circuit breaker handle all the way to the “OFF” 
position (for some cir- 
cuit breakers, a mod*

erate pressure in the

No dinner at the 
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Assembly okays bill 
providing secret vote 
for farm workers 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - For 
the first time since Cesar 
Chavez began organizing field 
hands in Delano vineyards nine 
years ago, the Assembly has 
passed a major bill providing 
secret union elections for farm 
workers 
But the historic measure, 
backed 
by Chavez* 
United 
Farm Workers Union (UFWi 
and opposed by the Teamsters 
and the growers, faces an 
uphill battle in the Senate and 
grave warnings of a veto by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan if it is not 
changed drastically. 
The bill (AB3370) by Assem­ 
blyman Richard Alatorre, D- 
Los Angeles, cleared the 80- 
member Assembly Monday on 
a minimum 41-31 cross-party 
vote after debate spanning the 
entire day. 
Alatorre, a Chicano and a 
UFW supporter, said the bill 
would “end the chaos in the 
fields of California'' and pro­ 
vide for “ representation for the 
majority of farm workers. 
But 
Republican 
Assemblyman Bob Wood, a 
Greenfield farmer opposed the 
measure, saying: “ There is a 
great probability the governor 
would not sign this bill in its 
present form because it was 
written 
for 
one 
particular 
group (the UFW ).’* 
Supported by the California 
Labor Federation, AFL-CIO, 
the bill would grant for the first 
time a secret ballot mechanism 
for farm workers to choose a 
union to represent them—if 
any. But it was silent on the 
controversial 
subject 
of 
secondary boycotts, which are 
permitted undercurrent law. 
The bill also would permit 
farm 
workers 
to 
call 
a 
“ recogmtional" strike against 
their employers as a way of 
getting them to acknowledge a 
union 
as 
their 
bargaining 
agent. A new state commission 
would be created to oversee 
farm labor relations. 
Republican 
Assemblyman 
William T. Bagley, candidate 
for state controller, broke 
ranks and cast the only GOP 
vote for the bill.

Congress tinkers 
with time again 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Congress, 
which 
has 
been 
tinkering with America’s time 
for years, is at it again. 
The House voted Monday, 383 
to 16, to put the nation back on 
standard time this November 
through February, 1975 The 
bill now goes to the Senate, 
where approval is regarded as 
certain. 


It would suspend the provi­ 
sion of the 1973 Emergency 
Energy Act that ordered year- 
round Daylight Saving Time to 
conserve energy. 


Before that, the Uniform 
Time Act of 1967 ordered that 
Daylight Saving Time would 
prevail each year from 2 a m 
on the last Sunday in April until 


2 am on the last Sunday in 
October. 
And before that, there were 
changes back and forth through 
the years 
As an energy saver, the 1973 
change was a flop. 
The Transportation Depart­ 
ment 
reported 
that 
since 
January, 1974, when the old law 
went into effect, savings in 
electrical energy amounted to 
less than 1 per cent. 
There were nationwide com­ 
plaints that “ fast time” forced 
young children to go to school 
in the dark. Some were killed 
or hurt in traffic accidents. It 
also meant that millions had to 
get up and go to work in the 
dark who otherwise would have 
seen light.

No bomb

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
There was no bomb involved in 
a devastating explosion that

$9.2 million

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I» — A 
federal judge Monday awarded 
fees of $9 2 million to approxi­ 
mately 100 lawyers for their 
seven years 
work 
on 
140 
successful 
antitrust 
suits 
against the gypsum industry. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Alfonso J. Zirpoii wrote that 
the $67.6 million recovered in 
the lawsuits was the largest 
antitrust 
settlement 
ever 
obtained “ without benefit of an 
assist from the government. ” 
The six defendants in the 
cases produce more than 90 per 
cent of the nation’s production 
of ftbreboard, an important 
material in the construction 
industry. 
Zirpoii said in his order that 
after the defendants “ aban­ 
doned their conspiracy in 1968“ 
the price of fibreboard dropped 
nearly 21 per cent in three 
years. 
One of the lawyers involved, 
John Boone, said the case was 
the first in which a “ pilot trial” 
was held to establish whether 
the defendants were guilty of 
price-fixing. 
That trial, held from Oct 20, 
1969, to March 19, 1970, resulted 
in a guilty verdict against three 
of the defendants and the 
awarding by Zirpoii of $3.1 
million damages to six San 
Francisco fibreboard dealers.

Mixed reaction 
from war resisters

to Canada rather than serve 
with the United States forces

amnesty with a mixture of 
skepticism, 
restraint 
and 
varying degrees of support. 
Gerry Condon, a 27-year-old 
army deserter f rom San Mateo, 
Calif., and managing editor of 
Amex, 
the magazine 
for 
American exiles in Canada, 
said 
in 
Toronto 
that 
the 
proposal was 
"to tally 
unacceptable 
“ A 
general 
unconditional 
amnesty is the only thing 
acceptable," Condon 
said. 
“ Basically he 
(Ford) 
has 
rejected 
the 
concept 
of 
amnesty and wants to extract 
one more pound of flesh from 
those who rejected an illegal 
and immoral war.” 
Condon estimates there are 
20,000 to 25,000 war resisters in 
Canada, with 5,000 to 10,000 in 
Toronto and another 5,000 in 
Vancouver. 
He said the figure once was 
higher, but had been winnowed 
down 
since 
some 
either 
couldn’t adjust or could not get 
legal immigrant status. 
He said many of those who 
did emigrate to Canada “ intend 
to stay They’ve either become 
citizens or would like to when 
they’re eligible.

But at the same time, 
many of these would like very 
much to be able to return to the 
States to visit friends and 
relatives.” 
Condon said that the terms of

The local judo club, instructed by Ron 
Johnston and Gus Piperakis (both 2nd 
degree black belts), hopes to field about 
25 contestants, ranging in age from six 
to 42 years. They will have a difficult 
tradition to uphold - the local team has 
not lost the coveted team trophy for the 
last three years. 


The competition will be divided into 
three major divisions; Yonen (age 12 
and under), Shonen (age 13 through 16) 
and Semen (age 17 and above).

Kodokan Judo, formulated by Jigoro 
Kano in 1882, is more like amateur 
wrestling than the "martial arts” seen 


on tv. Judo (literally meaning “gentle 
way” ) stresses the development of the 
body and spirit to live in harmony with 
the natural way of things and does not 
approve of unnecessary violence or 
strength. Although seeing one player 
throw another to the mat does not 
appear "gentle,” the principle is to use 
your opponents strength and momentum 
against him (or her) and to win with a 
minimum of effort or strength. It is a 
fairly common thing to see a small 
player throw a much larger opponent by 
using superior technique.

Owners say contract term 
last hang-up in negotiations 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Although the 
National 
Football 
League 
owners 
rejected the players’ “final proposal” 
Saturday 
night, 
N FL 
Management 
Council 
executive 
director 
John 
Thompson says the two sides are no 
longer that far apart— once the length of 
the contract is decided upon. 
“I ’m not optimistic on an early 
settlement, 
but 
neither 
am 
I 
pessimistic,” said Thompson Monday. 
“The players started with 90 demands in 
March, which then fell to 63 
Now 
they’ve come out with a 15-item list. 
Two or three weeks ago, the federal 
mediators asked us to make a list of our 
areas of difference. 
Our list had 28, theirs 27. With the 
overlap, there were 33 areas to discuss. 
“Nearly half of these have been 
settled.” 
However, said Thompson, the owners 
could not accept a pact for only a one- 
season period, claiming that to sign such 
an agreement would be destructive to 
pro football. 
“We hope that when we reach an 
agreement we will have a four-year 
contract or longer. Trying to restore 
normalcy is our No. 1 goal,” he said. 
Although the players’ proposal was 
rejected, Thompson said the owners 
would return to the bargaining table 


with a counter-package, their first since 
July 19, “as soon as we can cost out a 
proposal and the mediators call us back 
together ” 
Thompson said the topics both sides 
are still at odds over include the Rozelle 
rule— whereby Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle determines the compensation to 
a club which loases a player to another 
club— which he said was “an integral 
part of our system. We feel there must 
be a reasonable restraint. A club losing 
a 
p la y e r 
needs 
some 
fair 
compensation.” 
“The players intend to continue their 
efforts in Congress to get it eliminated, 
and it would be back on the table Feb. 1 
if we accepted the players’ proposal.” 
Other controversial areas include 
raising the salary for players playing out 
their option, when to eliminate the 
option clause for veterans, the standard 
player contract, no-cut contracts, the 
agency shop and suspension of two 
playing rules just instituted: the sudden 
death overtime and the restrictive punt 
return rule. 
In 
addition, 
Thompson 
said 
the 
players presented two new demands for 
the first time Saturday night, asking for 
the right of a player to sit out, rather 
than play out, his option year and for a 
minimum squad size of 47 men.

Ocean fishing 


As far as sports fishing is concerned, the salmon are still in 30 
fathoms of water — too deep for sportsmen s tackle to reach. 
Small boat owners are concentrating on rock fishing, which is 
holding up well. 
The two party boats, “ ABC” and “ Diablo,” are going out daily 
and returning with good eating fish Reports are that fishing out of 
San Simeon is nothing short of fabulous, with red snappers and 
ling cod filling the limits. 


Albacore are really running but the majority of the school is 
still about 40 miles away. The Port San Luis fishing boat 
Maurader is making the daily trips and coming in with an average 
of five fish to the angler. The fishing has been so good that another 
fishing boat, the HM80 out of San Diego, has been chartered by 
Skip Sato It went out last week on its first run The boat is about 
65 feet in length and has 50 bunks. Reservations are a must and 
should be made in advance by calling 595-7200. 


In addition to the albacore, 
several so-called “ moonfish” 
have been caught. We can only 
surmise that this fish is a 
stranger to these waters and

follow s 
the 
albacore. 
Even though the main school 
of albacore is far away, Gary 
Go wan. part owner of the 
Harbor Associates, and two 
friends took five fish some 20 
miles out, apparently the tag 
end of the school.

lack of birth control. The Department of Fish and Game (D FG ) 
has been working on a project to trap and relocate the otters. 
These animals are under federal protection. 


Anyone who has noticed the increased number of boats off Avila 
Beach and Shell Beach will be glad to know they are not abalone 
divers in prohibited waters, but divers working on sea urchin 
resource. Local piscatorial dealer Barry Cohen has found a 
profitable market for them This may also help to get otters out of 
the area. 
By the way, we wonder if anyone has even eaten a sea urchin. 
We had them in Valparaiso many years ago and liked them but, 
according to our friends, we have perverted tastes. 


Freshwater fishing 


Some nice trout are being taken trolling in the Lopez Creek arm 
of Lopez Lake. Shore fishing for trout is at a standstill. Lots of 
small bass and blue gill are being caught. We’d like to see a size 
limit on black bass in the lake. 
From Nacimiento comes the word from Ron Lindstrom, marina 
manager, that white bass are still the main attraction.

Black bass fishing is fair to good but the bass are on the small 
side. There is some good catfishing in the muddy shallows.

ROY. Once you ve played enough 
on different types of surfaces, you

WASHINGTON - (NKAl - Author 
Joe McGinnis, currently writing a book 
about American heroes, tells the story 
of a woman horse fan attending last 
y e a r’s 
Belmont 
Stakes. 
After 
Secretariat won it, and thereby the 
coveted Triple Crown, the lady was r?o 
thrilled by the animal she remarked. 
“ He restores my faith in humanity.” 
The tale, supposedly 
true, is more than just 
a snicker. It’s a com­ 
mentary on a people 
so starved for some­ 
thing to believe in, 
even a horse will do. 
I’m reminded of that 
now 
that the 
new 
president 
has 
re­ 
placed Secretariat as 
the national hero of the moment; I’m 
reminded because the lionization of 
Gerald Ford, currently the vogue, is in 
some ways as inexplicable and about as 
sophisticated as that bag of words 
showered on the race track champion 
Americans have long created their 
heroes out of the scantiest of reasons, 
but seldom 
more weeny than for 
President Ford. This is not to say the 
new man doesn't deserve good wishes 
and some respect, but certainly not yet 
canonization. ‘‘What a hero one can be 
without moving a finger,” said Thoreau, 
who could have been thinking of Jerry 
Ford. Overnight the fellow has become, 
in the eyes of the star gazers and 
rhetoric reporters, a sort of super who 
suddenly 
but 
nonetheless 
clearly 
combines the qualities of Eisenhower 
and Truman. 


The adulation is especially saccharine 
in Washington. Nothing moves the 
natives here so much as an exciting new 
face, or as in Ford’s case an unexciting 
old face seen anew. The politicos are 
cranking out complimentary essays as if 
each of them knew all along, for the last 
quarter century, that good old Jerry had 
the stuff of royalty. Never mind that for 
25 years in Congress many of his peers 
viewed 
Ford 
as 
nothing 
more 
extraordinary than “a very cooperative 
man,” he is now, instantly, “a great 
man,” a ‘‘solid pillar of determination,” 
and. no kidding, according to one 
colleague, “maybe the finest man ever 
to be president.” Eat your heart out, 
Abe Lincoln. 


Much of this excess was to be 
expected Ours is an age of skepticism 
where the normal sources of heroes are 
drying up. The best-known soldier in 
Vietnam was Lt. William Calley Most 
people remember Buck Rogers, but not 
Buzz Aldrin, Henry Aaron is no Babe 
Ruth, Mark Spitz couldn't hold Johnny 
Weismuller’s jockstrap. And certainly 
Richard Nixon did little to improve the 
lot of gallant men. Indeed, after Nixon, 
the nation could be expected to fall in 
love with any successor, such is the way 
of people mending broken hearts 
Yet if the flattery for Gerald Ford can 
be 
understood, 
it 
should 
not 
be 
condoned At least not until there is 
some reason other than relief. For all 
his time in public life, he is still largely 
an unknown quantity. Apart from some 
apparently 
and 
altogether 
normal 
human qualities, we don’t know what 
kind of man he is or president he will be. 
We are told he is decent, but we are also 
told 
that 
in 
2Mz 
decades 
as 
a 
congressman he never authored a single 
piece of major legislation If decency 
were enough, most people in the land 
would be heroes; I suggest a president 
needs much more. 


weapons band Relax and enjoy it — that 
is one out. After all, each side knows 
that it his the power of total destruction 
and so will never resort to nuclear

If all of America's land-based missiles 
were destroyed in a Soviet first strike - 
one of the dire prophecies of the 
weapons

wipe out half the Soviet population and 
virtually all their cities 
In 
light of 
the 
recent 
Moscow 
summit's 
failure

aggreement on offensive weapons, this 
has a catch. The Soviets are now in an

independently targeted warheads — 
MIRVs — on their giant missiles and 
thereby come even with the United 
States. We, at the same time, are 
MIRVmg as fast as possible. Here is a 
scenario to chill the easy acceptance of 
a return to confrontation 
A decade ago when Gen Curtis LeMay 
was Air Force Chief of Staff and an 
implacable cold war warrior, the United 
States had an estimated 1,500 missiles 
Brandishing the nuclear weapon. LeMay 
would nevertheless have hesitated to 
restore us to a limited use of nukes since 
whatever else the consequences, it 
would have spoiled the overall game 
plan for a complete nuclear response 
Let’s say that in the near future the 
United States has 15,000 missiles, a 
conservative guess. A small portion 
could be employed without upsetting the 
larger plan That is the temptation and 
it is enhanced by Secretary of Defense 
James 
R 
Schlesinger’s 
proposed 
retargeting for a limited nuclear war. 
The Greek Turkish blowup and threat 
of the collapse of NATO’s Eastern flank 
is the new President’s first test on the 
international front. But if it can mean 
cooperation with Moscow, rather than 
confrontation over a grave danger to 
world peace, it should prove to him the 
value of detente. 


I say this not to spite Mr. Ford, but for 
his benefit. 
The nation’s habit of 
building men up to grandeur, only to 
gleefully 
throw 
stones 
when 
they 
tumble, is unkind 
Besides this, no 
president should be boxed into comers 
created 
by 
popular 
sentim ent; 
flexibility is the key to successful 
leadership but already it’s as if the 
giddy nation would disown Mr. Ford if 
he dared smoke in public. Finally, it is 
disastrous for a people to become so 
preoccupied with one man, lest they 
forget he is, afterall. only one man. 
Jerry Ford has a unique opportunity 
today. 
As 
Henry 
Kissinger 
says, 
greatness is lying in the streets of 
Washington waiting to be picked up. It is 
to be hoped the new President will seize 
the chance. Meanwhile, what he needs is 
advice not adjectives; and what the rest 
of us need is not a hero to count on but 
someone to count on us.
